bat for some reason fhe knowIedRii 
of hifl condition did not become pnblit 
property. He had a sinking spell Pri 
day night, but recovered eomewhat. 
Again at 4:80 Saturday afternoon he l>e- 
gan to sink. A messenger was hurriedly 
sent for his physiciaa. Dr. Alexander 
HeAIUstei, who reached the dying 
maa^ btflstflt a short while afterwards. 
Tht doctor fonnd the aged \x)et in a 
dying comlitioii, and so informed those 
around his bedtiido. Ho asked the 
patient if he snffered any pain and the 
whispered answer was "No."

Almost Immediately before he died he 
said to his attendant. Warren Fitz- 
singer, "Warry, shift," meaning to tnm 

him over on the bed. These were his 
last words, and tliey were uttered so 
low that they v^'ero hardly audible. 

He remained coiinciuus to flie liust, 
but owing to hu e.\treinely weak condi- 
tion, wa« unable to reply to the reiK-ated 
inquiries of the friends who ha(l gath- 
ered round his bedside. The.-^e were 
Mrs. Davis, bis liousekeeijer; Warren 
Fitzsinger, his male attendant: Lawyer 
ITioinas B. Hornad, Horace Trouble and 
Dr. McAllister. Mr. Wbituian has been 
confined to bed siiu tj Dec. 17, when he 
was attacked witli [lueunionia. Shortly 
after his jiby.'<uiaiis pmncjuiiced hini 
cured, but ttie attack so weakened his 
conBtitutiiin th:it he ne^cr rallied, aud 
his death was pra ctically due to ex 
haustion. 

The news of the death was cabled to 
Lord Tennyson and other friends in En- 
gland, Dr. Buck, of Outari(j, his bio- 
grapher, and friiMxIs in this i-ountry. 

irtie sick man took very little nourish- 
ment during the past three days, an oc- 
casional sip of milk punch lieini< all that 
he could be induceil lo swalluw. S;itur- 
day morning he declined nourislinient of 
any kind. He had at intervals since the 
illness, beginnintc Dec. 17, last, which 
rendered hiui beilfiirtt, expres.sed a weari- 
ness of life and a \villingnes.s to die. and 
it is believed that the old imet realized 
that death was near and rejcuced a(x;ord- 
ingly. 

It is with regret that the world nears 
of the "Good Gray Poet's" death. His 
contemporaries were not always kind to 
him. The critics ' cut him up" with 
their pens, but the sturdy old man never 
deigned a itply or a defense. 

His chief crimes in the eyes of his oj)- 
ponents were his utter lack of conven- 
tionality, his use of words not often 
sounded in "ears uolite" and his total 
disregard of the laws of versifying. 
But Whitman calmly ignored the ou- 
alaughta made on him and insisted that 
he had merely laaoiWitBd a new 
style. 

"I dismiss," he has said, "without 
ceremony ^1 the orthodox accouter- 
mants, tropes, huberda.shery of words, 
feet, measuve that form tlie entire stock 
in trade of rhyme talking lieioes ami 
heroines. My meter is loose and free. 
The lines are of irregular length, appar- 
ently lawless at first perusal, but on 
closer acquaintance you will Hnd that 
there is regularity, like the recurrence, 
fdreiampTe, of the lesser and larger 
waves on Uie seashore, rolling iu with- 
out intermiflslon and fitfully rislag and 
falling." 

This sort ol reasoiiiu;^, liowever. by no 
means disjirmed nia criiics, some of 
whom are quite as oppo.sed to his ell'orta 
to-day ati they were at the lime of liieir 
original publication. Naturally the 
general public was to a large e.\tent pre- 
judiced by opinions of trained lit- 
irary men. No other result wau i>os- 
slble, for Whitman was called -seu- 
foal," "immoral," "gross. " and with 
snch persistence that the ordinary reader 
in America came after a tune t«) look 
upon him as a person who.st> writings 
were objectionable. Of late years, how- 
ever, there has been a detided reaction. 
Perhapa the new generation have come 
to undentaud and appreciate his works 
bettir, ta the reflected light of the pure. 
povertyMfdened life which their author 
has been leading in the hnmble Camden 
cottage. Whatever the explanation, re- 
spect lor the lonely dd man has oer- 
titoly replaoed to a hu-ge ertent the 
ridiffiAle farmerly exprasaed for him. 



Abroad there Is no question as to the 
feeling which will be called out by the 
the news of his |denii.--e. In the darkest 
hours of his stnifrLfle for fame it was 
Whitman's coiisi>laiion that tie was 
appreciate<l in Kurone. Th(> EiiRlish 
people particularly fuiiled him as a 
genins, as ibe true American poet, 
greater than Dryant or Lom^fellow. In 
America, when "Leaves of Grass" ap- 
peared, in IH,"!,"), there wa." practically no 
one to utter a good worci for it except 
Ralph Waldo Eniersun, who said of it 
in a letter written to the author: 

"I find it the most extraonlitiary piece 
of wit and wisdom that America has yet 
contributed." 

l%t there wa.s no other jnominent 
American writer to A-ho the sentiment. 
In Gieat Britain, however, the literarv 
•"•'"•Id accented t)ie work at Kmermo a 
valuation, aud when W liitman suBSe- 
quently followed it up with his other 
poems, he was accorded a singularly 
exalted place in the foreign wond of 
letters. 

Tennysrm and Browning and Sir Ed- 
win Arm Id all wrote of him in the 
hi;;he3i tt rin-i, and no English writer 
visiiitit^- America ever neglected to call 
at the poet's Camden home. His first 
interview with .Sir Edwin Arnold two 
years ago was almost pathetic in its 
eanie.-itness. The two men literally fell 
into (':u:h other's arms, and the (Ustin- 
guislied English littfrat<-ur afterward 
r> l.ite(l thai be had spent one of the 
hajmiest days of his life in the comi>Miiy 
of the NC'ituairenarian ]>oet. 

Nearly all the Britisti literary men of 
note were equally enthu-^iastic in their 
praise of the Anierii'an bard. Ho was 
held up auain and a!.,'ain in the English 
maKHziiies ab the long looked for apostle 
of a new and jierfoct st'liool of i)oesy, 
and when it became known that the 
poet was actually in want the depth of 
the English admiration for him was 
manifested in tlie most c nivinriug man- 
ner. An ajipeal for aid \va.-» printed in 
nearly ever}- pajjer p!ib!i-.lie(l in the 
kituc'ioiu. .Vft(>r reciting his merits and 
ihe l;oo<i he iiad done for literature, the 

appeal con< luded: 

"Walt Whitman starving. 

"A man's ransom wanted. The 
victim i.i in the liands of a relentless 
enemy, who, if the ransom be not 
speedily pai<l, will immediately make 
an end of him. Will his fellow men 
jiut forth a hand to kee]) one of the 
world s immortals a little longer here, 
or will they allow death to tike Um are 

his time 

The response to this call was prompt 
and generous, and saved the poet from 
any futiu-e fear of actual hunger. In 
view of this generiU admiration and 
esteem awarded him, it is no wonder 
that Wliitmau held the English in high 
regartl, aud it would seem that he 
would have sought an asylum among 
them. But he never once dreamed of 
such a ronr-^e. He w.as l)eyond every- 
thir.;jr .\t;;' rif.-in. proud of his parent- 
age, ami prouder still of his country. 

"Idy to!i;,'ue, e> »ry ali m ot my bl(Kid, 
formed from tiiis soil, this air. Born 
here ot jiaretits horn here, from parents 
the s.iuic-, and their parents the same," 
is his l)oa.st iu one ot his coiniKjsitions. 
And there are few Americans who had 
a greater right to be proud of their 
Americanism, for his family on both 
sides counted Imck over nearly 800 
years' residence in the New World. Hia 
father came of Ensrlish stock and his 
mother of Dutch, her maiden name hav- 
ing l^een Van Velsor, He was bom a 
farmer's son at West Hills, L. I., on 
May 1819. and received a common 
school education, partly at his birth- 
jdace and jiartly in Brooklyn. Subse- 
quently he entered a job office in the 
latter city and learned the trade of 
priut»;r. to which lie clung with more or 
less regularity for some years. 

Incidentally, however, he inter- 
spersed hi.s typesetting with school 
teaching anil literary work. He edited 
several Brooklyn piipers for short 
p'riods. among otherM The Freeman and 
Eiigle. But his restless dispiKsition did 
not content itself with any regular pur- 
suit, aud in IS4«, accompanied by his 
brother, he made a trip to New Orleans, 
traveling by eiisy stages, sometimes 
walking, .sonietiines driving, and when 
convenient proceeding by steamboat. 
For a year be came to auchor in New 
Orleans, doing editorial work on The 
Cresc-ent most of the time. June of 1849 
fonnd him back in Brooklyn, where, 
oddly enough, ho went to work as a 
carpenter. He followed this business 
for five years, without, however, discon- 
tinuing his writii»g entirely. 

Early in 1855 be isHued the hrst edi- 
tion of "Leaves of (irass." The contents 
of this singular book were neither verse 
nor prose, bat a series of ejaculations 
aud aphorisms presenting many original 
ideas and appealing to the common feel- 
ings of mind in favor of the natural en- 
joyment of life, the exercise of the ac- 
tive powers of mind and body and the 
frank reception of wholesome influencee. 

At first the critics did not notice this 
work, either tu praise or ooodamn. They 
ignored it entirely. 1° e few months, 
however, a cony fell into the hands of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. He wrote a let- 
ter (from which a quotation la made 
above) to Whitman praising the work in 
the most unrestrained manner. This 
letter was published shortly after its re- 
ceipt, and at once attracted the atten- 
tion of the reviewers to the book which 
they had entirely overlooked before. 
On all sides the work was ooademned, 
and in Boston and other cities it was de- 
clared unfit for circulation ia the pfublic 
libraries beoaoss of its alleged LnuBMal 
tone. 

Bnt Whitman defied all his censors, 
and between other writings continued 
to make the "Leaves of Grass" Us spe- 
cial work. In 1850 he published 
ond edition of the work, and four years 
later a third, followed between the 
yean of 1867 and 1882 by five other edi- 
tions, end in 1889 bit the Ust and ninth, 
with the final antnentic text. All of 
Whitman's readers agree that on this 
work his fame will rest. 

The period of the poet's life most pro- 
lific of experience aind suggestions for 
stirring verse was certainly that from 
18(tt to 180.5. In the former year he 
went to the front as a volnnteer nurse. 



and until bontllltlee ceased tn-tween the 
north and south he remained at his post. 
He personally attended nearly 10,000 
wounded solciiers of both sides, and his 
tender sympathy eased Hm last davs of 
many a poor fellow who, bnt for nim, 
would have died friendless. 

His ceaseless labors in field and hos- 
pital afterward told on him. prodncing 
the disease from which he died. During 
all his active life in the war he managed 
to do sufficient writing to support him- 
self, and on the occasion of Lincoln's 
death he bronght out the famous "O 
Captain! My Captain!" which is prob- 
ably the best known of all his writings. 

When the war was over Whitman was 
appointed to a clerkship in the attorney 
general's ofllce in Washington, whicn 
placed him in comparatively easy cir- 
cumstances for the first time in years. 
Until 1878 he remained at the capital one 
of the priiu ipal figures in the dty. Then 
the disease coutracted in the army nutni- 
fested itself in a dangerous form known 
as "progiessive paralysis, ** and he had 
to retire from all active work. He took 
up his al)ode in the poor little frame cot- 
tage at 828 Mickel street, in Camden, N. 
J., just across the river from Philadel- 
phia. There he remained nattl death 
cauK? to relieve him. 

It was there, paralyzed and unable to 
work, that he almost starved, until the 
English api>eal for aid in his behalf 
awoke the American people to » sense of 
his condition, and led to some efforts at 
raising funds for his support. But 
somehow the "benefits" ana other af- 
fairs givpu never yielded the results they 
should, aud a small circle of his intimate 
friends were the chief providers. 
Through their efforts he waa saabled to 
end his days in the mstoale way that 
contented him. 

r)u April 14. 1887, Mr. Whitman 
spoke for the last time in piabUc. He 
lectured at the Madieon Square theater, 
in New York, on Abraham Lincoln. 
His appearance was as striking and 
venerable as ever. Long, flowing 
white beard, hair like spun silver hang- 
ing down in wild profusion under a 
wide sombrero: a strong patriarchal 
face, with soft, benevolent eyes; a tall 
impoeing frame, over six feet nigh, and 
stiu muscular ami almost straigfat. des- 
pite the weight of years and the ravages 
of disease. It was generally thou^t 
that it would probably be the poet's last 
appearance before the jM ojile, bat a few 
months ago he managed to attend a 
Philadelphia reception in his honor, at 
which Colonel IhgersoU delivered an 
eloquent address. 

The New York affair was well man- 
aged, and many prominent literary men 
patronized it; yet, in order that the poet 
might go home with $200 in his pocket, 
the Rev. Rol)ert CoUyer had to add a 
handsome iiersonal contribution to the 
receipts. But despite his lack of appre- 
ciation the sweet tempered old man 
never felt any bitteniess toward his fel- 
lows To sdl who vi^itod him at his 
home he never expressed a word of re- 
proach against the .American public, 
and hi.s Miial address to the world 
breathes only the most fervent grati- 
tude. It wa.s published just before his 
la.st severe illne.s«, which threatened at 
the time to carry him off on the jouniey 
toi- wtiich he has long been so well pi e- 
piired. and which he viewed with the 
utmost complacency: 
Thanks in old aue— thanks ere 1 go, 
Fur health, the niidiluy sun, the impalpa- 
ble air— for life, mere life. 

For Ijeings, groups, love, deeds, words, 

h(M,ks -for colors, forms, 
For all the brave, strong men— devoted, 

hardy men- who've forwiiid sprang 

iu freedom's h<dp, all years, all luud.s. 
For braver, stronger, more devoted men 

— (a speiiiti liwirel ere 1 go to life's 

war's chosen ones, 
The cannoneers of sung ,ind thought — 

thu great artillerymen -the foremost 

leailers, captains of tlie soul;) 
As soldier from an ended war relurn'd — 

as traveler out of nivriads, to the long 

procession retrosijecli ve, 
Thanks, juyfiil t hanks : a soldier's trav 

eler's tliiinks 
Thereafter the days with him moved 
on in a monotonous round, his strength 
eacii day growing less. Yet his mind 
remained clear, his teuiper as cheerful 
as ever and his love of nature seemed to 
grow stronger a« the parting grow near. 
The trees aud the flowers talketl to him, 
the sunshine held philosophy for him. 
the voices of children and ine twittering 
of birds were music in his ears till those 
organs were hopelessly dulled. 

At an early hour Sunday morning 
Thomas B. Harned, an old friend of 
Walt Whitman and one of his literary 
executors, met (ieorge Whitman, a 
brother of the jtoet. and together with 
other fn m;c1 , arrangements for the 
funeral mally decided, and the in- 

terment will take place at 2 o'clock on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The remains of the jsjet will be placed 
in the recently-twmpleted* tomb in Har 
leigh cemetery, in the outskirts of the 
city of Camden, a spot selected by Mr. 
Whitman when he wan enjoying his 
usual health, and which he visited many 
times during the con.struction of tlu 
tomb. The idea of the tomb was his 
own and one of his friends could not dis- 
suade him from it. He selected his own 
lot, which isiu a p<»rlioii of the c eme- 
tory known as Wtvodlawn, and the tomb 
is built in the side of the hill in a grove. 
When a«ked why he stde< ted such a 
stxit he repli>?d: "I would rather go in 
the woods." 

The tomb ia a substantial structure, 
built of massive rough granite blocks, 
some of them weighing over Seven tons. 
The dwir is of gnmite. six inches thick. 
Nu rods, bolts or other fastenings are 
used in the structure, the four oacners 
being held together by interlocking or 
morticing the blocks of granite. The 
only metal used was the heavy hinges 
on which the door hangs and the mas- 
sive brass lock that seonres it. The' 
tome contains receptacles for eight 
casketa or coffins, arranged in two tiers. 
They were constructed ot marble, and 
will be sealed with polished marble 
slabs. The roof is also of granite, 
top piece containing simply the name, 
"Walt Whitman." 
The Doeb's wish was that the remains 



ot his mother, which are bnrfed in Ever- 
green cemetery, and those of nis father, 
buried m Brooklyn, should be exhumed 
and deposited in the tomb. This wish 
'Will be complied with by thooePio whoB 
he instructed the bequest. 

Yesterday an autopsy was made upon 
the body of the 'deceased poet. The 

fthysicians found, it is said, that the left 
ung was entirely gone, ami only a 
breathing spot of the right lung re- 
mained. They found about three quarts 
of water around the heart, and a large 
number of small abscesses about that 
organ. The pain in the left side ha4 
been occasioned by peritonitis. 

The brain was found to be abnormal- 
ly large and in a quite healthy condi- 
tion. Portions of the brain and other 
organs were taken for microscmiic ex- 
amination. After they had finished 
their labors the physicians stated that 
the poet was one of the most splendidly 
built men they had ever examined.

Father W. E. Oorey, fonneriy of thia 
city, to Hon. Charles Spauldinj;, and the 
point is emphasized in the reverend gen- 
tleman's letter that the demand for in- 
vestigation is made without the knowl- 
edge or consent of Farrell. 

l^t week Farrell was to be operated 
on for enlargement of the prostate gland. 
It was decided to administer ether, and 
fearing that the operation iniKlit result 
iatally, the prisoner sent for Father 
Gorey to receive spiritual consolation. 

Bc.HiiJvs the ailment above mentioned, 
he had been afflicted with asthma, and 
lad been told by a physician that he had 
leart disease, and for the.so rcasonR he 
lad not been confined to the cell house. 
According to Farrell's story, he had 
agreed to the operation and lay down on 
the operating table. The doctor, wlio 
wished to have his entire time to perform 
the operation, called in Hume Day and 
other convicts to administer the ether. 
The prisoner submitted, and soon began 
to feel suffocated. He asked to be al- 
lowed to get up. Upon that, Dr. Dade 
ordered the two convicts to hold him 
down. This was done, and Farrell, in 
order to get a breath of air, shook off the 
cifcctii. Thereupon Dr. Dade shoved him 
oil the operating table, cursed him, and 
finally ordered him to be locked up in 
the cell.

The DtUMM meeting of the Maeon County 

Bepoblicani) at the court hmiHo last Sat- 
nfday to select delegatea to tiio district 
•nd State conventious was pretty lively 
all the way through, and waa very inter- 
esting, eepecially to the few Democrats 
who were present. 

. The -convention started oat very har- 
moniously, and for a few moments it 
looked like it waa to be a "cut-and-dried" 
affair. The reeolntion to instruct for U. 
8. Marshal D. J. Bnrchett caused all the 
trouble, and the Major's left ear must be 
burning yet, so roundly was he scored 
and pinded m « school boy statesman 
and as a betnyw of hifl party. 

It was after two o'clock when Post- 
master Davh eilled the house to order 
and stated the object of the meeting. 
He added that tiie conveution had per- 
^ted a permanent organtcation the Sat- 
urday previouH by the election of himself 
as Chairman and of J. D. Dye as Secre- 
tary. Mr. Dye read the minutes of tlio 
previons meeting and the Chair then 
announced that the convention was ready 
for business. 

Captain M. C. Uutchins moved that 
the Chair appoint a committee of three 
to select delegates to the district and State 
conventions. The motion was adopted 
ftnd Donglai P. Ort, F»t Sammona and 
Hayes Thomai were named as the oom« 
mittee. 

As the committee started to retire a 

motion was mado by Captain Hutchins 
and seconded by Kev. R. StrausH, colored, 
that the deleijiatei be instructed to eaut 
the vote of the county for Mr. \Vm. H. 
Cox for district delegate to the National 
convention. Mr. A. M.J. Cochran oibred 
the following as a snbstitnte:

Cox and Major D. J. Burohett far 
ilcl. uules from tin- Ninth ('Dii^'rcssioual district 
tr, li)C National convention iit MiuiR'HpoUs on 
tbe 7tb of .luTic m xt ; iiml upon iill oilii-r qnea- 
tions broiiKhl Iji-forc I'liljfr lite district or State 
Ronventiuii iii.- .MaMin CXxmty delegate* are In- 
atructed to vote aa a unit 

Mr. Cochran moved the adoption of his 

suhHtitnto and the motion was seconded 
by Mr. D. P. Ort. Captain Hutchins 
waked up the house by jumping on the 
substitate with both feet, so to speak. 
He was opposed to instructing for Bur- 
chett, and asserted that four years ago 
when the Major was honored by the Be- 
publicans with the nomination for Oon- 
gieas he betrayed the party and turned the 
district over to the Democrats. He charged 
tiiat on the eve of the election Bnrchett 
came down here "bellyaching" and 
wanting to withdraw, and wlien the Ke- 
publicans ol Mason refused to listen to 
such a proceeding' the Major pulled out 
whAt money he had put in the fight, 
and practically surrendered to the enemy. 
Captain Hutchins said he was opposed to 
honoring such a man; and he came 
right out and declared if the H,il);'titute 
was adopted and he was placed on the 
list of delegates to the district conven- 
tion he would violate the instructions. 
He didn't regard Major Burchett as a fit 
man to represent the Niath district at 
Minneapolis, "Most any school hoy in 
Maysville," continued Mr. Hutchins, 
'^oonld have dtme aa wellon tltoltamp in 
that Congteaiioioat oontart aa Major Bnr- 
chett" 

Mr. Cochran defended Mr, Bnrchett. 
Ha waa afraid Captain Hutchins was 
dlowing his personal feelings against the 
Major to control him. Mr. Cochran 
thought this was no place to air such 
matters. He believed one good turn de- 
aerved another. Lawrence County had 
instructed for Mr. Cox, and he thought 
Mason County ought to return the com- 
pliment and instruct for Burchett. 

Captain Hutchins replied that person- 
ally he bad uotliing whatever against 
Mi^ Burchett, but opposed him lor the 
reasons already stated. 

The tpotion to adopt the snbstitnte waa 
put to the house. There was a light vote 
both for and againft, but the ayes were 
in the majority and the Chair announced 
that the substitute wa.s adopted. Captain 
Hutchins now called for a standing vote, 
but he was too )at« aad Mr. Davia ruled 
him out of order. Tlie Captain appealed 
to the hooae. and was proceeding to make 
a speech when the Chair again called 
him to order. The Captain goodnatured- 
ly resumed his seat. It was thought the 
fun w*i8 over, and the Committee on 
Delegates then retired. 

Bev. R. Strauss, colored, took the floor 
to move to instruct for some one of his 
race fordelegate-aHarge, but Mr. Strauss 



waa evidently a new hand in political 
meetings, and didn't succeed in making 
himself understood. The Chair didn't 
seem to catch on, as he ruled that the 
Hiibstitute just adopted settled the in- 
H true lion business. Mr. Strauss was then 
ah^d that none of hia raoa would be 
placed on the list ef delegates from this 
county, but the Chair told him to wait 
until the report was brought in and he 
wonld probably find qttite a number of 
names of colored Ilepnljlicans on the list. 
If there was not, it would be the first 
time in twenty-five years the colored 
brethren were filighted. 

The committee finally reported and the 
list of delegates was read. Mr. A. A. 
Wadawcrth was one of them. He arose 
and respectfully requested that his name 
be taken otr. I le was opposed to Mi^or 
Burchett, and couldn't oonaiatently act 
as delegate under the instmctlons that 
had heen already adopted. He intimated 
that Burchett had pulled hia money out 
of the campaign fund four yeara ago, and 
then after the election had gone to Presi- 
dfint Harrison, and by representing that 
he had sunk his fortune in the Congress- 
ional contest, obtained the office of U. S. 
Marshal. Mr. Wadsworth said he would 
not support soch a man for diatrict dele- 

This opened the whole matter agdn, 

and Mr. John T. Short moved to recon- 
sider the vote on the substitute. Captain 
Hutchins seconded the motion and 
made another rattling speech reiterating 
his charge against Major Burchett. 
He said the BOpublicans of Maaon County 
raised from $1,000 to $1,200 for the Tnti- 
gressional campaign four yeara ago, and 
at the solicitation of Mr. Burchett sent 
$400 of it to Bracken County with the 
understanding from Burchett that he 
would replace it himself, hut that on the 
eve of the election the Major had pulled 
all his money out of the race, and turned 
the district irretrievably over to the Dem- 
ocrats. Mr. Cochran again defended the 
Mtijor. He reminded the audience that 
in the coiivoiition some ye.irs a>^o which 
nominated Hon. W. U. Wadsworth for 
Congress, that Major Burchett was badly 
treated, and he didn't sulk when he went 
home. Notwithstanding his bad treat- 
ment, his home county did her whole 
duty by Mr. Wadsworth. Now, Law- 
rence had instructed for Mr. Cox, and 
Mr. Cochran thought it but just and 
right for Maaon to instruct for Burchett. 

The Chair finally settled the matter by 
ruling the motion to reconsider oat of | 
order, stating that a motion to dispose of 
the report was the only thing in order. 
A motion to adopt the raport waa made 
and seconded. 

Captain Hutchins thought the colored 
brothers hadn't been treated fairly. They 
had been overlooked in the make-up of 
the report. £fe said they were entitled 
to a larger repreeentetion, on the list of 
delegates, and he thought more of them 
ought to be added before the report was 
adopted. As first read, the list contained 
the name of but one colored Republican 
— Rev. R. Strauss. The committee took 
Captain Hutchins' suggestion, and the 
names of sixteen colored brothers were 
added, the report was adopted, and the 
convention ai^oumed.

Neidig was a German miner and for 
some time had l>een drinking heavily. 
Shortly before the murder he visited his 
home and accn.s«d his mfe Barbara of 
infidelity. The man, crazed by the 
Uqnor, rushed to his wife, who was a 
frail woman, and seizing bar by the 
neck with one ana be placed • rerolTer 
St her head and find • tall direetijr into 
her right temple. 

With a single groan the woman fell to 
the floor, where, in her blood and 
brains, she was witneaeed by htmdreds 
of the excited citizens soon uter. When 
Keidig saw his wife fall to the floor he 
watched her for a few seconds, and then 
took to bis heels. He ran tO a 
bam that stood two blocks away, and 
cUmbed into the huy mow. After half- 
covering his body with hay lie placed 
the weapon at his forehead and amptied 
another chamber of bis weapon. Per- 
eons attracted to theHcene of tne tragedy 
had siven porsuit. They found him in 
the nay mow struggling in death. He 
waa ramorad to an nndertaking house, 
wbara hnndreds stood by and saw him 
dia in agony two hours after hia crime. 

The tragedy baa shocked thia eity as 
never before. Neidig tried to murder 
Ua wife on other occasions, bat failad in 
hia attempta through the interference 
of hia children.
